Bald Senator Johnson, referring to 
the soldier's bonus.

Dr. Powers has for many 
years 


been engaged In scientific work in 
his laboratory at 2751 Garfleld street. 
In August, 1919, his work became so 
heayy that he engaged Miss Fram- 
stad as his stenographer and finan- 
cial secretary. The plan was so suc- 
cessful and the returns so large that 
on June 16, 1920, according to Dr. 
Powers petition, he gave her control 
over all of his money and property 
•o that he could devote more time 
to his work. 
This agreement terminated Janu- 


ary 1, 1921, but Miss Framstad re- 
fused to render an accounting of the 
amounts of money and property that 
had b<seii placed in her charge 
by 
her benefactor. Dr. Powers alleges 
he does not know the exact amounts 
but feels that they are very large. 
He fears that Miss Framstad 
has 


converted some of his property into 
cash so that she can put it beyond 
his reach. A temporary restraining 
order preventing 
Miss Framstad 


from disposing or the property was 
granted by 'District Judge Morning 
until the case comes to trial. 


Dr. Powers, in his petition states

Molasses Cocoanut Candy. 
Put a cupful and a half of real 
molasses into a saucepan, with a 
cupful of sugar and two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, boil the mixture gent- 
ly until it forms a hard ball when 
tried in cold water, then stir in a 
cupful of fresh, grated cocoanut and 
pour the candy into a buttered shal- 
low pan. 
When it is cool mark it 


off in squares. 


White Fruit Cake. 
This is an old-fashioned holiday 
cake and is very good. Put a scant 
cupful of butter into a warm mix- 
ing-bowl, with two cupfuls of sugar 
and work them together until they 
are 
incorporated, 
then add the 


beaten 
yokes of four eggs and 


beat in well with two teaspoonfuls 
of vanilla. 
Add three-quarters of 


a cupful of rich milk. Sift in one 
cupful of flour with two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. When they 
are beaten 
smooth, add a sec- 


ond cupful of flour, then a third. 
Beat these ingredients smooth, then 
add the very stiffly-beaten whites 
of the eggs, folding them in lightly. 
Have ready a cupful of seeded rai- 
sins, a half-cupful of thinly-sliced 
citron and a half-cupful of washed 
currants—all dusted lightly with 
flour. Stir them in and pour them 
into a wfell-buttered, warm chimney- 
pan. The pan should be only three- 
quarters full.

Enormous material 
advance has been gained in the last 
fifty years, 
and 
America's great 


wealth was created in that period. 
Today the great problem is the pro- 
lem of labor. 
Mr. Wilson said 
that 
economic 


problem was the underlying cause of 
the last war and the economic prin- 
ciples underlying the peace table 
wrecked the peace conference. 


In telling of conditions in Great 


Britain, Mr. Wilson said that for- 
merly the children of the working 
classes were shut off from the great 
English universities, except for an 
occasional recipient of a scholar-

WHAT HARRY WRIGHT DID 


BASEBALL 


The name of Wright goes down 


significantly in the history of aero- 
nautics. More 
significantly in an- 


other family of Wrights it goes down 
and glorifies 
the annals of 
early 


American sport. Of English extrac- 
tion, the Wright family began in this 
country with a famous cricketer, his 
two sons—Harry and George—bring- 
ing to baseball that spirit of team 
play known to cricket George's son, 
Beale C. Wright, was a champion 
tennis player. It was thru the meth- 
ods adopted by Harry Wright, when 
he organized 
the Cincinnati Red 


Stocqkings of 1868-70, that the crude 
game of baseball began to be revol- 
utionized. He brought to it a more 
scientific meaning, because he insis- 
ted on the more articulate meaning 
of every position in the game—in- 
field, aad outfield.
